the railroads west of Buffalo will be 
called out on a strike.” This was the 
statement made by D. A. Harshbarger, 
third vice president of the Switch­ 
men’s union of North America, and 
Robert A. Martin, chairman of the 
general 
conference 
committee, 
at 
strike headquarters here. 
“When will the strike come to an 
end.” was the question put to Mi*. 
Martin. 
“When the railroads give in and not 
before,” was Mr. Martin’s reply. 
“But suppose the railroads should 
win?” 
Then, both strike leaders said, the 
strike would be extended. Mr. Harsh­ 
barger said that letters had been re­ 
ceived from practically every point 
covered by tho union showing that 
the switchmen generally were keen 
for a strike. 
The statements of the two strike 
leaders would indicate that despite 
Mr. Hawley’s trip to Cincinnati to 
meet President Samuel Gompers 
the American Federation of Labor the 
Switchmen’s union is not looking to 
a sympathetic strike to aid its cause 
at present, but may threaten a gen­ 
eral tieup in the West if the railroads 
do not make concessions. 
The com­ 
mittee of switchmen and the general 
managers’ committee should have met 
several days ago at Chicago, but the 
conference has been repeatedly post­ 
poned. 
It is expected that the meet­ 
ing will be called some time next 
week, when the situation should be 
well defined. 


Railroads Handling Some Traffic. 
That the railroads 
are handling 
some traffic is supported by replies 
from 
Northern 
Pacific agents who 
were called up by telephone from the 
general offices here. 
Fifty strikebreakers, mostly from 
New York and Chicago, caused con­ 
siderable excitement at the Union de­ 
pot. A r umber of the New York men, 
displeased with the 
Minnesota cli­ 
mate, had resigned and others were 
discharged 
for 
incompetency, it is 
said. 
They were paid off and their 
checks averaged from $1.30 to $2.50, 
they said, after the price of the coats, 
shoes and mittens, which had been 
furnished by the railroad companies, 
had been deducted. 
The amount of 
cash they received was not sufficient 
to pay their fare home and they start­ 
ed a quarrel in the office of George 
Pennock, superintendent of the Union 
depot.

IN SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST LAW 


President Taft Likely to Reommend 
Changes. 
Washington, Dec. IO.—If plans now 
under consideration by Attorney Gen­ 
eral W ickerham and Frank B. Kel­ 
logg are carried into effect President 
Taft may recommend changes in the 
Sherman anti-trust law at this session 
of congress. 
Some months ago the 
president announced that in his mes­ 
sage he would recommend amend­ 
ments to the anti-trust act designed to 
make that statute more effective, and 
at the same time remove limitations 
imposed by it on legitimate combina­ 
tions. 
This programme was changed as a 
result of the decision by the United 
States circuit court in the Standard 
Oil case. 
It became known at once 
that the Standard would take an ap­ 
peal to the United States supreme 
court, and for that reason the presi­ 
dent decided that it would be unwise 
to make any changes in the Sherman 
law until that (the law) was passed 
upon by the supreme court in the 
Standard Oil case. 
That appeal has not yet been filed, 
and the prospects are that a decision 
in the case of the Standard might not 
be handed down for some months; too 
late, in fact, for congress to make any 
changes in the law, in the light ot 
such an opinion. 
Since his arrival here Attorney Kel­ 
logg has been busy preparing the gov­ 
ernment brief in the Standard Oil case 
It was learned that as soon as Stan 
dard files its appeal an effort will be 
made to have the case advanced foi 
early argument, and the hope is ex 
pressed by government officials that 
if the court grants the motion a de 
cision may be announced in time to 
permit congress to make at this ses­ 
sion such changes in the anti trust law 
as the court’s holding may point out 
as desirable or necessary.

I freezing to death of Rev. Fugleskjuy 
in the Rainey river country, while go­ 
ing from one place to another to 
preach to a small gathering of home­ 
steaders. 
An alarm of fire in the wholesale dis­ 
trict of W innipeg called several com­ 
panies to the six-story warehouse of 
the Sterling Furniture company, Fort 
street. 
The thermometer registered 
25 below. 
The firemen froze to their ladders, 
and the fire was fought with difficulty. 
The walls of the building are stand­ 
ing, but the loss is about $75,000. Oth­ 
er losses amounted to over $130,000. 


Costly Fire at Kalamazoo. 


At Kalamazoo, Mich., property val­ 
ued at $750,000 was destroyed. 
Five 
firemen were injured, none seriously, 
and 
160 hotel guests were driven 
scantily clad into the streets by a fire 
that burned the Burdick House and 
laid in ruins the major portion of a 
city square in the business district 
The heaviest loser was the Arcade 
company; which owned the hotel and 
Arcade building and whose loss is es­ 
timated at $250,000. 
A dozen build­ 
ings were destroyed. 
Fire completely destroyed the new 
plant of the Corn Belt Packing com­ 
pany at Fort Dodge, la., with a loss 
of $75,000. 
The building was under 
erection outside the water limits and 
a frozen river nearby offered no means 
of staying the flames. 
At Fort Dodge, la., John Adams, 
ditcher, was 
severely frozen while 
sleeping in a corn crib. 
He lost his 
way in the storm. 
The cold caused increased privations 
at the scene of the natural gas short­ 
age in K ansas and Missouri. 
The ex­ 
cessive use of the gas for fuel has re­ 
duced the pressure to half an ounce. 
At Norfolk, Neb., the tem perature 
registered 18 below zero; at Sioux 
City, la., IO below.

Buffalo, N. Y., Doc. IO.—In the win 
try gale that has swept bake Erie foi 
twenty-four hours the big freighter VV. 
C. Richardson of Cleveland, bound 
from Duluth to Buffalo was a cargo ot 
flaxseed, 
foundered 
when 
she was 
within half a mile of the harbor en­ 
trance. 
Five of the crew perished, 
the remainder, numbering fourteen, 
were rescued by the crew of the pro­ 
peller William A. Paine, which had an 
chored on tho Waverly shoals. 
The Paine is still riding at anchor in 
the heavy seas and the rescued men 
are ail on board. 
She will be unable 
to enter the harbor until the storm 
subsides. 
The only communication 
established with the Paine was by 
Captain Farrell of the tug Mason.

LAKE STEAMER DESTROYED 


Two of the Crew Dead and Thirteen 
Misting. 
Cleveland, Dec. IO.—Two men lost 
their lives and the fate of thirteen oth­ 
ers is unknown as a result of the burn­ 
ing of the steamer Clarion near Point 
Pelee in bake Erie. 
Six members of the crew were taken 
from the Clarion by the steamer b. C. I 
Hanna and brought here. 
Without 
stopping long enough to tell a con 
nected story of their rescue or theii 
experiences, they were rushed to a 
train and sent to Buffalo, where the 
headquarters of the Anchor bine com 
pany, the owner of the Clarion, art 
located. 
According to the story of the six: 
rescued men, all on board attempted 
to leave the Clarion as soon as it was 
decided that she could not be saved 
Captain E. J. Bell, Ogdensburg, N. Y. 
and twelve other members of the crew 
took to the lifeboats. 
They left without food and shelter I 
and it is feared they may either starve j 
or freeze to death before they are res I 
cued, providing they are not drowned : 
in the high seas. 
The mate was frozen to death, hav 
ing been overcome by smoke and ex 
posed to the weather too long before 
being rescued. An unsuccessful at­ 
tempt was made by the six survivor 
to enter another lifeboat, but it wras 
washed away by the terrific seas. 
One sailor fell overboard and was 
drowned in his efforts to save the life 
boat.

Decision Rendered by Lord Chief Jus­ 
tice Alverstone. 
London, Dec. IO.—The suffragette 
cause received a hard blow when Lord 
Chief Justice Alverstone, in the kings 
bench court, dismissed tho damage 
suit of Mrs. Marie Leigh, a leading 
suffragette, against Home Secretary 
Herbert Gladstone, who issued the or­ 
der for the forcible feeding of the de­ 
fendant and other suffragettes who 
were imprisoned in the Birmingham 
jail. 
The justice declared that the crown 
officials are not only entitled to use 
whatever means may be necessary to 
protect the lives of prisoners, but that 
it is their duty to do so. 
Mrs. Leigh has also brought a dam­ 
age suit against the jail officials but 
this decision foreshadows the dismis­ 
sal of tnis suit. 
English politicians think the de­ 
cision will be the end of the “hunger 
strike” that the suffragettes inaugurat­ 
ed to hasten their release from prison.
